people receiving regular 
employment insurance 
benefits in February 
increased by 44,300 — or 
7.8 per cent — from the 
month before, according 
to Statistics Canada. 

Alberta experienced the 
strongest increase, with 
more than 6,000 addition¬ 
al people on El in February 
than January. Nova Scotia 
saw a slight increase of 
660 people to 29,950. 

The number of regular 
El beneficiaries has 
climbed 21.9 per cent 
since October 2008, reach¬ 
ing a total of 610,200 in 
February. 

In Februaiy, 325,700 
claims were received, the 
largest number since com¬ 
parable data was made 
available in 1997. The 
number of claims received 
in Canada in Februaiy was 
up 51,000 or 18.6 per cent 
fromjanuaiy. 

Halifax saw 6,570 people 
receiving regular El bene¬ 
fits in Februaiy, up from 
5,290 from one year ago.

ber of confirmed cases of 
the influenza grew to 13 
yesterday as Alberta con¬ 
firmed its first two cases, 
Ontario revealed four cases 
and British Columbia con¬ 
firmed its third. Nova Sco¬ 
tia had previously reported 
four cases of the flu. 

The previously unknown 
virus has claimed the lives 
of up to 159 Mexicans and 
sickened as many as 6,000. 


There are 68 confirmed 
cases in the United States 
and confirmed cases have 
been reported in Israel, 
New Zealand, Scotland and 
Spain. Suspected cases 
were being investigated 
around the world yester¬ 
day as governments and in¬ 
dustry took action to pre¬ 
vent the spread of the dis¬ 
ease. 

Health experts are puz¬ 
zled as to why the illnesses

recall tomorrow and the Tories confirmed 
their first order of business will be a rule 
change allowing them to spend $100 mil¬ 
lion in offshore money that currently has to 
go on the debt. 

That amendment needs to pass for the 
budget to be valid. If both opposition par¬ 
ties vote against it, an election would be 
triggered. So far both the NDP and Liberals 
have refused to support the law change. 

That makes a government defeat look 
likely for early next week, assuming the To¬ 
ries don’t call a snap election before then. 
So far, MacDonald has insisted he doesn’t 
want to go to the polls. 

“I don’t believe Nova Scotians want an 
election,” he said yesterday to a room full of 
party colleagues. “We don’t want an elec¬ 
tion. We believe moving forward in that di¬ 
rection will hurt the economy.” 

“From the signals of the opposition, it 
looks the opposition is taking us down that 
road sooner rather than later ... They’re go¬ 
ing to have to explain to Nova Scotians why 
they’re disrupting the capital plans for 
roads, for schools, for hospitals.” 

But Liberal Leader Stephen McNeil, who 
holds the balance of power in the legisla¬ 
ture, said if MacDonald really cared about 
the economy, he would have brought for¬ 
ward a plan months ago. Nova Scotia is the 
last province in Canada to present a budget. 

“The premier is attempting to blame oth¬ 
ers for his inability to do the job,” McNeil 
said. “He was not concerned about the jobs 
of Nova Scotians, he was more concerned 
about his own. He was going to hold off in¬ 
vesting on the economy, delay going back 
to the house until it fit his political ends.”

We are the 'underdogs’: NDP 


Dexter says Tories trying to blame opposition for forcing vote

With a provincial election 
all but inevitable, Darrell 
Dexter said he sees his 
party as the underdog. 

“I think we’re going in as 
the underdogs in this fight. 
We’re taking on a very 
powerful government with 
a very long history. We 
have well-financed oppo¬ 
nents,” said the leader of 


the provincial New Democ¬ 
rats. 

Polls, however, 
have put Dexter con¬ 
sistently in first 
place since the last 
election in 2006. 
Stephen McNeil, 
leader of the third- 
place Liberals, didn’t 
comment on Dex- Darrell 
ter’s remark other Dexter 
than to say it seemed 
the NDP leader was cam¬ 
paigning already. 


Both opposition parties 
find themselves in 
the same boat in 
that Rodney Mac¬ 
Donald’s Progressive 
Conservatives are 
blaming them for 
forcing an election 
that would delay 
needed stimulus 
money. The Conser¬ 
vatives can’t imple¬ 
ment their $1.9-bil- 
lion Building for Growth 
plan unless their budget is 


passed. 

And both opposition par¬ 
ties have hit back with the 
same argument — if the 
Tories wanted to help the 
economy they should have 
recalled the house months 
ago. 

The Tories need to pass a 
finance amendment allow¬ 
ing them to spend $100 
million in offshore money. 
Dexter called the bill a way 
to orchestrate an election 
while blaming it on the op¬ 


position. 

McNeil said he also 
won’t support the amend¬ 
ment, and the Tories knew 
that. 

“I made it clear to (Mac¬ 
Donald) months ago that I 
wasn’t prepared to change 
legislation that would 
retroactively save his finan¬ 
cial bacon,” he said. 

“This ball is in his court. 
The premier knew where 
and how far I was prepared 
to go.” 



No new swine flu cases, 
but officials expect more

health No new cases of 
swine flu were reported in 
the province yesterday, the 
second day in a row for No¬ 
va Scotia after it was an¬ 
nounced Sunday that four 
King’s-Edgehill students 
were diagnosed with a mild 
form of the potentially 
deadly disease. 

Still, a swine flu update 
by the province continued 
to warn more cases are ex¬ 
pected, and while only mild 
cases have occurred here, 
health officials can’t rule 
out whether increased 
numbers will lead to more 
severe cases and even 
deaths. 

Also yesterday, the Capi¬ 
tal District Health Authority 
announced plans to open 
an influenza assessment 
clinic for residents of Wind¬ 
sor and West Hants starting 
today. It will be located at 


Hants Community Hospital, 
and will be for Windsor- 
area residents who are ex¬ 
periencing flu-like symp¬ 
toms, which will help allevi¬ 
ate congestion in the hospi¬ 
tal’s emergency depart¬ 
ment. 

About 50 students and 
staff at Windsor-based 
King’s-Edgehill have been 
sick this month, and many 
of those remain in isolation. 
The four students, two of 
whom returned from an 
early April trip to Mexico, 
are the only confirmed cas¬ 
es of swine flu in the 
province. 

Locally, the Halifax Re¬ 
gional School Board is keep¬ 
ing a close eye on a group of 
16 students and four adult 
chaperones, which travelled 
to Mexico in mid-March. 
The students, one repre¬ 
senting each high school in 
the region for a leadership 
conference, are all in school 
feeling fine, but are still be¬ 
ing individually checked.

Jeff Carr said yesterday po¬ 
lice couldn’t say for certain 
whether these bullet holes 
are in relation to reports 
Friday night of several gun¬ 



shots being heard behind 
the shopping centre. 

“What was found (Mon¬ 
day) night could certainly 
be a result from the shots 
heard Friday evening,” 
Carr said. 

Carr also didn’t 
know if these bullet 
holes were related 
to Jimmy Melvin Jr. 
arriving at the QEII 
Health Sciences 
Centre on Friday 
evening with a bul¬ 
let wound to his up¬ 
per body. 

Police say Melvin Jr., a 
well-known Halifax crime 
figure, has been repeatedly 
unco-operative in telling 
them how he came to be 
shot. He is now recovering 
in hospital. 

“It would simply be a 
guess if they were or not 
related,” Carr said.

Lobster fishermen getting buttered 


fishing Lobster fishermen 
will now have to get a per¬ 
mit before they sell directly 
to customers. 

Last year fishermen took 
to roadsides and parking 
lots to sell lobster directly to 
Nova Scotians, saying they 
weren’t making enough 
through grocery stores. 

Yesterday the govern¬ 
ment cracked down. Fisher¬ 


men must now pay $40 for 
a permit to sell lobster. That 
money goes to the Depart¬ 
ment of Fisheries. 

“Our safety people have 
recommended we should, 
for the good of the industry 
and the good of the commu¬ 
nity that buys lobster, that 
we should have some mech¬ 
anism in place that ensures 
food safety,” said Fisheries 


Minister Ron Chisholm, 
who said he wasn’t aware of 
any case of food poisoning 
from roadside lobster, but 
was concerned about possi¬ 
ble contamination. 

Vendors must keep rec¬ 
ords of sales and present 
them to the government on 
request. Fishermen can still 
sell lobster from their docks 
without a permit. 


The news did not go over 
well with NDP Fisheries 
Critic Sterling Belliveau. 
“The price of lobster is al¬ 
ready largely out of control 
of the fishermen. Now red 
tape will limit their ability 
to sell directly to consumers 
and impede (them) from 
providing for their fami¬ 
lies.”

29 workers 
remembered

Hundreds of people gath¬ 
ered outside of Province 
House yesterday to 
remember the 29 workers 
who died on the job in No¬ 
va Scotia last year. The 
25th annual National Day 
of Mourning cast a dark 
shadow on a sunny day, as 
2008 saw more workplace 
deaths than any year in 
this province since the 
1992 Westray mine disas¬ 
ter. 

Nancy MacCready- 
Williams, head of the 
Workers Compensation 
Board, said they were 
studying the reports to 
find a reason for the high 
number, but no patterns 
had emerged in the fatali¬ 
ties that ranged across in¬ 
dustries. 

“Typically, we have seen 
between 20 to 25 fatalities 
a year, which is obviously 
way too many, but this 
year we saw more than 
that,” she said. “There is a 
workplace injury in this 
province every 15 min¬ 
utes.” 

She paid tribute to the 
“29 people who aren’t go¬ 
ing back to work the next 


day, who didn’t wake up 
on a beautiful spring day 
today and who are never 
going home to their fami¬ 
lies.” 

Brenda LaPierre spoke 
about her son, Jamie, who 
died on the job nine years 
ago. The 21-year-old lost 
his life on a barge in Cape 
Breton. 

LaPierre said the devas¬ 
tating death of her son was 
especially hard on her hus¬ 
band, who had worked for 
the same company for 40 
years and continues to 
work there today. 

“Go check out where 
your kid is working. As 
parents, my advice to you 
is don’t take it for face val¬ 
ue that there’s a safety per¬ 
son on the job,” she ad¬ 
vised. 

Progressive Conservative 
Labour Minister Mark Par¬ 
ent took time to remember 
the “29 people who, if just 
some little thing happened 
differently that day, would 
still be with us today. 

“Their message to us, if 
they could speak today, 
would be to be ever vigi¬ 
lant in our commitment to 
incorporate safety... meas¬ 
ures not only in the work¬ 
place, but in the home as 
well,” he said.

Masking the flu fight 

Facemask designed in Canada catches world attention 


A designed-in-Canada 
facemask, borne out of the 
2003 SARS crisis, is catch¬ 
ing the attention of 
governments and health¬ 
care institutions from 
around the world as fears 
of a pandemic continue to 
soar. 

Toronto-based FaceSeal 
Technologies is already 
working with officials in 
Mexico, and is fielding re¬ 
quests for its next-genera¬ 
tion facemaslcs from Israel, 
Germany, Korea and the 
Philippines. Hospitals, EMS 
and other front-line servic¬ 
es in Canada and the U.S. 
are also interested in the 
facemask. 

“We are trying to rev up 


production as quickly as 
possible because we are 
getting so many demands,” 
said Dr. Gabor Lantos, a co¬ 
inventor of the facemask 
and director of personal 
protective equipment de¬ 
velopment at FaceSeal 
Technologies. 

The formfitting face- 
mask, technically called, 
a respirator and dubbed 
FitSeal, adheres to the 
face without the need 
for elastic bands and 
completely seals off 
the nose and 
mouth. Lantos 
said FitSeal is 
designed to better pro¬ 
tect front-line work¬ 
ers from airborne 


infectious disease, includ¬ 
ing influenza.

C raigslist founder 
Craig Newmarlc 
was in Vancouver 
yesterday, but on 
the advice of his 
lawyers, he kept a low pro¬ 
file. So he cancelled all his 
media interviews and con¬ 
fined his remarks to the 


Mortgage Brokers Associa¬ 
tion of British Columbia, a 
comparatively safe crowd. 

The reason? An alleged se¬ 
rial stalker/killer has man¬ 
aged to do what his newspa¬ 
per competitors have failed 
to do: Put Newmarlc on the 
defensive. 

Prosecutors think a 
Boston University medical 
student, Philip Markoff, 
stalked women who placed 
erotic ads on Craigslist, and 
accuse him of killing one of 
his victims, 2 5-year-old Julis- 
sa Brisman, who advertised 
her, um, massage services 
on the site. 


And that has brought out 
the moralists in force. New- 
marlc now faces a lawsuit in 
Illinois, and if the rhetoric 
favoured by the Cook Coun¬ 
ty sheriff is any indication, 
Newmarlc is in big trouble: 
“Craigslist is the largest sin¬ 
gle source of prostitution in 
the nation,” he growled, as 
quoted in Computerworld. 

Then there’s the usual 
gang of people who start 
with “P”: Police, psycholo¬ 
gists, pundits, all of whom 
believe the Internet, never 
mind just Craigslist, is not a 
safe place to go 24/7, never 
mind after dark. 


Newmarlc, who still runs 
Craigslist with a small band 
of dedicated webbies, comes 
across as an Internet idealist 
who hearkens back to the 
days when it was the do¬ 
main of a few harmless 
geeks who thought they had 
a better idea: Free classi¬ 
fieds. But he’s clearly a 
threat, if not to children, 
runaways, etc., then to the 
newspapers of the world. 

Recently, for example, I 
advertised my car on 
Craigslist. I could keep the 
ad up there as long as I hlced 
— for nothing. I received 
numerous inquiries from all 


over Metro Vancouver, and 
finally sold the car to a hap¬ 
py customer. The same ad in 
one of Vancouver’s daily 
newspapers would have cost 
more than $100 a month, 
which is why classified ad 
lines are down and Canwest 
is consolidating its classified 
ad desk in ... Calgaiy. I’m 
just surprised the Aspers 
don’t move the whole thing 
to Mumbai, where it’s still 
possible to be a millionaire 
for a few more weeks. 

So Newmarlc is not going 
to get a lot of sympathy in 
the media. Except here. It 
seems to me if he has to 


shut down his erotic ads, all 
the traditional media who 
continue to subsist desper¬ 
ately on their own erotic ad 
sections will have to do the 
same. 

But that’s not good 
enough. There are still plen¬ 
ty of homicidal perverts 
lurking in the shadows cast 
by bricks and mortar ... and 
trees. So, just to be safe, let’s 
shut down the bars, the 
schoolyards and the parks. 

That should do it.

Flu prompts companies to cancel bookings 


Thousands of Canadians

However, the seller of 
packaged holidays will 
maintain its schedule of re¬ 
turn flights, and will be 
adding new flights to bring 
home customers. 

Transat said it took the

tion’s decision to raise its 
pandemic alert to Level 4, 
with Level 6 being a full¬ 
blown pandemic, and be¬ 
cause of travel directives is¬ 
sued by governments of 
several countries, includ¬ 
ing Canada. 

Air Canada and Air Cana¬ 
da Vacations are also sus¬ 
pending flights to Cancun, 
Cozumel and Puerto Vallar- 
ta until June 1 due to the 
outbreak. The airline will 
maintain service to Mexico 


City, and flights to Cancun, 
Cozumel and Puerto will 
continue until May 4 to 
bring home passengers. 

Affected customers of 
both carriers will be al¬ 
lowed to reboolc at a later 
date or travel to another 
destination, the companies 
said. However, passengers 
must cover the price differ¬ 
ence if the reboolced vaca¬ 
tions are more expensive 
and will not receive re¬ 
funds. 

Similarly, Sunquest Vaca¬

The weak results are not 
expected to result in a big 
drop in Petro-Canada’s 
share price since it’s back- 
stopped by Suncor’s bid of 
1.28 of its shares for each 
Petro-Canada share.

Hart back in charge 

Halifax-based coach heading national soccer team for second time 



When he moved to Halifax in 1980, Stephen Hart had plans on 
working in a marine field. He’s recently begun his second stint as 
head coach of the men’s national soccer team.

When Stephen Hart moved 
to Halifax in 1980, he loved 
soccer. But if someone had 
told him he would one day 
be one of Canada’s most in¬ 
fluential figures in the 
sport, the native of 
Trinidad and Tobago might 
have laughed heartily. 

“I actually came to Cana¬ 
da to do a degree along the 
lines of something ma¬ 
rine,” says Hart, who is 
now interim head coach of 
Canada’s men’s team, as 
well as the technical direc¬ 
tor of the Canadian Soccer 
Association. “My inten¬ 
tions were completely dif¬ 
ferent. But fate had it dif¬ 
ferently.” 

Hart played soccer for 
five years at Saint Mary’s 
University, but got in¬ 
volved in coaching as a vol¬ 
unteer and studied inter¬ 
national coaching tech¬ 
niques in his spare time. 

He worked his way up 
the ranks gradually, start¬ 
ing as Soccer Nova Scotia’s 
technical director in 1993; 
taking over as head coach 


at Saint Mary’s in the late 
1990s; and eventually sign¬ 
ing on as a youth coach 
with the CSA in 2002. 

At times, he finds it hard 
to believe how life panned 
out. 


“I am honoured and 
sometimes very flattered 
that I’m in the position I’m 
in,” the 49-year-old admits. 

This is Hart’s second 
tour of duty as interim 
head coach of the national 


team. He also had the job 
in 2007, when he led Cana¬ 
da to a semifinal finish at 
the CONCACAF Gold Cup. 
At the time, he was hoping 
to get the full-time gig, but 
the CSA went with Dale 
Mitchell, who was fired in 
March. 

Hart was installed two 
weeks ago and will lead 
Canada into the Gold Cup 
starting July 3 in Los Ange¬ 
les. He isn’t sure if he will 
want the full-time job this 
time around. 

“You never say no and 
you never say never,” says 
Hart, who has a wife and 
three children and still 
calls Halifax home. “But 
it’s a much different situa¬ 
tion (than in 2007).” 

He says he will sort 
things out after the Gold 
Cup, but his focus is on 
getting the program back 
on its feet after watching it 
fall short in World Cup 
qualification in November. 

“You want to get into the 
knockout stages (at the 
Gold Cup) because any¬ 
thing can happen there,” 
Hart says. “Hopefully, the 
team comes together and 
we can do well.”

Romancing the hatch 

Mitsubishi introduces Sportback versions of Lancer

You can’t accuse 
Mitsubishi of bad timing. 
With auto buyers 
reportedly seeking smaller 
and more efficiently pack¬ 
aged vehicles to perform 
the daily chores, this 
seems a good time as any 
to introduce a hatchback 
... er, sportback version of 
the compact Lancer sedan. 

The numbers certainly 
support this. While Canadi¬ 
an compact four-door sales 
were up 7.6 per cent in 

2008 over the previous 
year, compact five-door 
sales increased 14.4 per 
cent. Think Subaru Im- 
preza hatchback, Toyota 
Matrix, VW Rabbit, Mazda3 
Sport, Honda Fit, Dodge 
Caliber and Pontiac Vibe. 

Joining this party is the 

2009 Lancer Sportback, cur¬ 
rently arriving in Mit¬ 
subishi showrooms. It 
comes in two trim levels: 
the front-wheel-drive GTS 
starting at $23,498 and the 
all-wheel-drive Ralliart that 
bows at $33,498. Both cars 
roll on 18-inch wheels, are 
mechanically identical to 
their four-door counter¬ 
parts, and carry a price pre¬ 
mium of $500. 

The Lancer sedan is a 
handsomely chiselled piece, 
and this hatch version ex¬ 
pands on those good looks. 

The Lancer’s hatch takes 
up a large swath of real es¬ 
tate, stretching from the 
top of the back bumper to 
just beyond the heads of 
the rear seat passengers. 
Lift over height is low, and 
with the 60/40 rear seats 
folded, the nearly flat load 
space expands cargo vol¬ 
ume from 390 to 1320

the GTS, thanks to a clever 
dual height adjustable car¬ 
go floor that drops 90 mm. 
The Ralliart doesn’t get 
this because of the all¬ 
wheel drive mechanicals. 

The GTS is powered by 
an all-aluminum 2.4L four 
that generates 168 hp and 


167 lb.-ft. of torque at 4100 
r.p.m. Standard is a fine 
shifting five-speed manual 
transmission paired with a 
progressive clutch. A six- 
speed would have been 
nice, but regardless, the 
GTS feels quick and high¬ 
way cruising is relaxed, 
showing 2500 r.p.m. at 100 
km/h.

tension and competitive 
spirit at shows is palpable as 
owners vie for glory. 

“It’s a tense time — you 
hope your dog is going to 
win and the thrill of victory 
is huge,” Edgar said. 

Judging standards are de¬ 
veloped by breeders and 
codified by organizations 
like the Canadian Kennel 
Club and detailed specifics 
are put out on things like 
the shape of the dog’s teeth, 
colour of its hair, its general 
appearance, how it walks 
and even its temperament. 

Geraldine Taylor, 71, has 
worked as a judge at dog 
shows for 30 years and says 
that a love for dogs is cru¬ 
cial to remain successful as 
a judge, as well as a keen 
eye for detail. 

“There’s no perfect dog. 
You have to try and find the 
one that matches the stan¬ 


dard most closely and 
there’s always more than 
one good dog in the ring. It 
isn’t an exact science,” Tay¬ 
lor said. 

Dog handler Christine To- 
chor, 23, handles dogs part- 
time for clients and says 
good handlers have to forge 
a meaningful bond with the 
dogs they handle. 

“The dogs trust a lot in 
the handler, so you have to 
learn how to have a rela¬ 
tionship with a dog,” she 
said. 

A love for dogs got her in¬ 
terested in handling but a 
fiercely competitive spirit is 
what keeps her coming 
back. 

“I like to compete and I 
like to try and win. I’m cer¬ 
tainly not here to lose, 
that’s for sure!” Tochor 
joked. She was at the show 
to compete with her moth¬ 



er’s Great Pyrenees, Ace. 

As dog handlers scram¬ 
bled to and from one of the 
judging rings at the show, 
Tochor emerged smiling 
with Ace’s leash — and a 
Best of Breed medal ribbon 
— in hand.

Move over Morocco — 
we’ve developed a taste 
for Tunisia. While the for¬ 
mer destination may be 
something of a default for 
travellers looking to take 
in the sights and sounds of 
North Africa, Tunisia can 
offer an amazingly diverse 
variety of experiences. 

Visitors can find every¬ 
thing from the hubbub of 
markets to the glitz of a 
high-society seaside resort 
and the eerie desert land¬ 
scapes that formed an oth¬ 
erworldly backdrop for 
Star Wars. 

Start your visit in the 
capital, Tunis, a melting 
pot of African culture. The 
streets are busy with men 
who sit weaving jasmine 
petals into tight bunches 
— which locals wear be¬ 
hind the ear — and lined 
with European-style shops 
and cafes. 

Avenue Habib Bourgui- 
ba, reminiscent of Paris’ 
Champs Elysees, is home 
to some superb eateries, 
including the Cafe de 
Paris. This colonial haunt 
has a terrace designed for 
people-watching and 
serves the capital’s best 
coffee. Make sure to in¬ 
clude an afternoon visit to 
the Bardo Museum, which 
offers a look at some of 
the world’s most valuable

Roman mosaics. 

On the outskirts of Tunis 
is the Phoenician city of 
Carthage. This world her¬ 
itage site has incredible 
historical remnants and ar¬ 
chitecture, from archaic 
amphitheatres through 
crumbling Roman ruins. 
It’s a mystical place that 
provides the perfect back¬ 
drop for a dynamic music 
scene — the amphitheatre 
often doubles up as a con¬ 
cert stage. 

The romantic blue and 
white village of Sidi Bou 
Said was once a pilgrimage 
site and has since been 
favoured by bohemian in¬ 
tellectuals who come to 
discuss art and politics 
over tea or dinner. 


The village is perched on 
the hilltops, and local cafes 
have the best views over 
the bay of Tunis, providing 
you with the perfect ex¬ 
cuse to lounge on the ter¬ 
races and drink orange- 
blossom-infused Turkish 
coffee. 

Then head southwards 
down the coast to the sea¬ 
side town of Hammamet. 
Twenty years ago this fish¬ 
ing village was home to 
kitsch seaside hotels and 
swamped by package vaca¬ 
tion tourists. Since then, 
the town’s status as high- 
society’s favourite address 
has risen as fast as August 
temperatures. This glitzy 
shore is basically the 
African equivalent to the 
French party town of St. 
Tropez. 

The island of Djerba, off 
the Gulf of Gabes, is 
renowned for its seawater 
spa treatments and detox 
hotels. Visit the Synagogue 
el-Ghriba or shop at 


Houmt Souk market on 
Monday mornings and 
browse for quirky leather 
bags, psychedelic clothes 
or bold and gold Berber 
jewels. If the spa treat¬ 
ments have worked their 
magic, cycle the 10 kilome¬ 
tres to the village of Guel- 
lala where you will find all 
sorts of pottery and the 
desert sand crystal, Rose 
des Sables. 

The Sahara desert begins 
south of Chott el-Jerid, the 
salt lake used as a back¬ 
drop in Star Wars. By day, 
jump in a Jeep and discov¬ 
er the golden dunes and by 
night, start a campfire and 
sleep under Bedouin tents. 

The lunar landscape of 
Matmata, built by the 
Troglodyte community, 
doubled as the town of Sidi 
Driss in Star Wars. The 
Berber dug craters beneath 
the earth and created an 
underground labyrinth in 
order to escape the stifling 
heat.

I Wee Waa, Australia: 

This cotton capital of 
Australia is actually a great 
place to learn more about 
the history of the country. 

2 Why, Arizona: Don't ex¬ 
pect a town full of hyper- 
philosophical people.

Yoga atop the Canadian Rockies

“here’s nothing 
quite like doing 
“tree pose” at 9,000 
feet. But there I 
was, balancing in 
this classic yoga position 
while taking in a panoram¬ 
ic view of the snow-capped 
Canadian Rockies. 

This certainly isn’t your 
average yoga studio. This is 
heli-yoga, a tourist activity 
that combines the medita¬ 
tive practice of yoga with a 
traditional helicopter sight¬ 
seeing tour. 

Just a short drive outside 
Banff National Park near Al¬ 
berta’s Lake Louise, Icefield 
Helicopter Tours takes the 
conventional aerial experi¬ 
ence one step further. This 
helicopter tourism provider 
has partnered with 
Martha’s Heli-Hikes, an out¬ 
door adventure outfitter, 
and together, they are offer-

ing a variety of high alti¬ 
tude activities, from hiking 
to snow shoeing, ice walk¬ 
ing to yoga. 

Tourists keen on connect¬ 
ing with nature may find 
themselves high on the 
mountain top, resting in 
“child’s pose,” overlooking 
some of our country’s most 
stunning scenery. 

A day excursion begins at 
the heliport with a brief 
safety lesson, a gear check 
and the distribution of tasty 


gourmet packed lunches. 
After piling into the chop¬ 
per and slipping on a set of 
noise-cancelling head¬ 
phones (complete with 
fighter jet style micro¬ 
phones), the pilot is ready 
for takeoff. The blades ro¬ 
tate faster. The whomp- 
whomp sound crescendos. 
The chopper lifts off and 
hovers above the ground 
like a giant metal dragon¬ 
fly. Even for the most jaded 
of flyers, there’s something 



truly exciting about cruis¬ 
ing around in a helicopter! 

We soared above the 
mountain range, keeping 
our eyes open for wolves, 
elk, grizzly bears and other 
wildlife found in the area. 

Depending on the flight 
conditions, the helicopter 
can land in a variety of geo¬ 
graphic landscapes, from 
the waterfalls of the raging 
Cline River to the ridge of 
Wedding Knoll, a grassy 
clearing and matrimonial 
hot spot. 

The chopper found a safe 
pad to land and Martha, my 
guide and resident yoga ex¬ 
pert, hopped out, mindful 
of the deadly blades swoop¬ 
ing overhead. I followed 
her lead and braced myself 


as whirls of wind whipped 
up sand and dust. 

I got into yoga gear and 
prepared for my Hatha yo¬ 
ga lesson. Depending on 
the season, weather can 
change quickly and with¬ 
out warning, so it’s best lay¬ 
er your wardrobe and pre¬ 
pare for sudden variances 
in temperature. 

As my yoga mat flopped 
and folded with eveiy gust, 
I slithered into Cobra posi¬ 
tion. Breathing deeply, re¬ 
laxing and stretching at the 
top of a remote mountain 
somehow made me feel 
more connected with na¬ 
ture, with myself and the 
world around me. 

While I enjoyed the expe¬ 
rience, I can understand 


why helicopter tourism is 
such a controversial topic 
in the area. Critics claim 
that helicopter tours aren’t 
sustainable; that the noise 
and air pollution from the 
aircrafts can cause environ¬ 
mental damage and disturb 
the wildlife. 

Martha herself admits 
the environmental irony of 
using a gas-guzzling ma¬ 
chine to enjoy the pristine 
wilderness, but she main¬ 
tains that “practising yoga 
in nature bring us closer to 
the Earth. Fuel and yoga 
might seem at odds with 
each other but the benefits 
of coming out here, into re¬ 
mote parts of the Rockies, 
far outweigh the negative 
effects.” 

After a series of poses 
and meditative moments, 
the lesson ended with a 
calm concluding “ 0000 m,” 
a whispered “namaste,” 
and a scenic helicopter ride 
back to the base. Icefield 
Helicopter Tours offers day 
heli-yoga trips in Alberta’s 
Rockies at $469 per person.

Hugh Jackman has made a 
career of leaping from 
genre to genre, proving 
he’s just as adept in big, 
loud action films as he is 
singing and dancing on a 
Broadway stage — or even 
hosting the Oscars. 

But for most fans around 
the world, he’s best known 
for the iconic role that 
made him famous in the 
first place: Wolverine. 

It’s a part he could have 
missed out on if he’d lis¬ 
tened to his wife, who 
balked at the comic-book 
action in the pages sent 
over for Jackman’s audition. 

“She put it down, saying, 


‘This is ridiculous. You 
were at the National The¬ 
atre with Sir Trevor Nunn. 
You can’t be doing this,”’ 
Jackman remembers with 
a laugh. “That’s the only 
time she’s ever been 
wrong, according to her.” 

Now, after three incredi¬ 
bly successful X-Men films 
that helped revive the 
comic book movie genre, 
the nearly indestructible 
mutant with the sour 
mood and the razor-sharp 
claws is getting his own 
movie, X-Men Origins: 
Wolverine, in theatres Fri¬ 
day. And even though he’s 
stepping into the part for 
the fourth time, Jackman 
hasn’t gotten tired of him. 

In fact, it was Jackman’s 
attachment to the charac¬ 


ter that encouraged him to 
also take on the role of 
producer. “I wanted to pro¬ 
tect as much as I could the 
Logan that I saw,” Jackman 
explains. “I thought he got 


a bit soft by X-Men 3. I 
wanted to make him a lit¬ 
tle darker, keep a little 
more edge to him.” 

He also hasn’t gotten 
tired of Wolverine’s signa¬ 


ture muttonchops. “I’m so 
used to it now,” he says. 
“Without it, I feel a bit 
weird. But you know, it’s 
not a great look. You just 
look odd.” 


Movie feature 


Wolverine has always 
been a pretty macho char¬ 
acter, but it turns out Jack- 
man was never satisfied 
with exactly how macho 
he was until this film. “I 
didn’t want people to go, 
‘That guy looks like he 
works out,”’ Jackman ex¬ 
plains. “I wanted them to 
feel danger, power. I want¬ 
ed him to be veiny, animal¬ 
istic.” 

To achieve the look, the 
actor spent a year in train¬ 
ing, packing on pounds 
through weight-lifting, 
conditioning and eating. “I 
was eating for Australia,” 
he jokes. “If it turns out 
that we should all be vege¬ 
tarian and there’s some 
kind of karmic debt to be 
paid for eating animals, I 
am some kind of gnat in 
the next life.”

Emerald Risotto 

INGREDIENTS: 

5 cups (1.25 L) vegetable 
stock, or 4 tbsp (60 ml) 
vegetable bouillon powder 
5 tbsp (75 ml) white wine 
1 pack baby spinach 
4 tbsp (60 ml) virgin olive 
oil 

1 small onion 

2 cloves garlic 

1 3/4 cups (425 ml) risotto 
rice 

Salt and black pepper 
Whole nutmeg for grating 

METHOD: 

1. Bring stock to boil in 
pot, or stir bouillon pow¬ 
der into 5 cups (1.25 L) 
boiling water. Add wine, 
reduce heat and simmer. 

2. Rinse spinach leaves, 
chop roughly and set 
aside. 

3. Heat oil in large pan or 
wok. Peel and finely chop 
onion and garlic and fry 
gently until soft but not 
brown, 2 minutes. Then 
add rice and stir-fry until 


grains are translucent and 
coated with oil. 

4. Add ladleful of stock, 
adjust heat to maintain 
gentle boil and stir until 
liquid is mostly absorbed. 
Keep adding stock, a ladle¬ 
ful at a time, and stir con¬ 
stantly until the rice is al¬ 
most cooked, 15 minutes. 

5. Add spinach and more 
stock and boil, stirring, 
until rice is cooked — 
risotto rice should retain a 
bite, but mixture should 
be of a soft, dropping con¬ 
sistency. 

6. Season to taste with 
salt, pepper and some 
freshly grated nutmeg. 
Serve straight from pan.
